Farm real estate in Pennsylvania 
has suffered a general decline in 
value during the past year, accord­ 
ing to reports from farm ers and 
realtors in agricultural districts. 
The Federal-State Crop Reporting 
service finds th a t the downward 
trend Is statewide excepting in a 
few localities adjacent to expanding 
industrial centers. 
Average Lower 
The average value of land with 
im provem ent is estim ated at $70 per 
acre compared with $76 a year ago. 
and all plow land $55 com pared with 
$59 
Very little activity in buying is 
reported even in localities where 
values are holding steady, although 
requests from prospective purchasers j 
are 
numerous. 
Sm all 
farm s 
for 
trucking, dairying, poultry raising, j 
well-located on improved highways, j 
are said to be in greatest dem and, j 
Large farm s m ust be stocked and j 
equipped to receive consideration 
One of the very interesting de- i 
velopm ents discovered is the fact i 
th a t availability of electricity is be- I 
coming an im portant item in the 
eyes of prospective purchasers. 
Exceed* Demand 
The supply of farm s promises to 
exceed the potential dem and until, j 
at least, the m ortgage money m arket j 
eases considerably, reporters state. 
In spite of the unfavorable farm 
real estate situation, the percentage j 
of vacant farm homes appears to be 
I 
decreasing. 
In 1923, 6 2 per cent i 
were reported vacant; in 1929. 6.0 
per cent; and in 1930, 5.7 per cent, j 
T his is accounted for. however, by 
an increase of alm ost one per cent j 
in num ber of farm hom es occupied j 
by fam ilies not engaged in agricul- , 
ture. 
The percentage of homes oc­ 
cupied by families engaged in agri- ( 
culture has decreased slightly d u r­ 
ing the past two years. The highest 
percentage of larm houmps vacant is 
in the north-central counties while 
the least is in the leading agricul­ 
tural counties of the south-central 
and southeastern districts.

Dr R S. D on­ 
aldson, of New York secretary of 
the Presbyterian board of national 
missions,

byterian Synod of Pennsylvania 
“In total receipts," he said, "the 
am ount available has exceeded th a t 
of any previous year but on the 
other hand the contributions from 
churches and Sunday Schools have 
fallen off approxim ately $140,000 
This necessitated the cancellation 
of 
building 
program s which arc 
needed to house the advancing work 
which ne^ds to be done in the lia­ 
bility areas of America.”

Doctor Donaldson spoke of the 
part in American m issionary w6rk 
which the Presbyterian church had 
taken from the tim e this work be­ 
gan with m inistry to the Am erican 
Indians to the present time.

varied work, he said, could be class­ 
ed under various colors w ithout any 
disparaging reference to colors thus 
presenting the work of the church 
under the term of The Rainbow D i­ 
vision.

Indies.

The architect was the director of 
hie arts in Amsterdam.

A visitor has little difficulty in
